VERY Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, uponevery 
Sunday before Evening Prayer, ſhall for 
half an Hour or more, examine and inſtruct 
the Youth and ignorant Perſons of his Parifh, 
in the Tea Commandments, the Articles of 
the Belief, and in the Lord's Prayer, and ſhall 
diligently hear, and inſtrut and teach them 
the Catechiſm ſet forth in the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer.

Prayer concerning Confirmation, ſhall take ſuch 
ſpecial Care, as that none may be preſented to 
the Biſhop for him to lay his Hand upon, 
but ſuch as can render an account of their 
Faith, according to the Catechiſm in the ſaid 
his own 
Perſon. 
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Perſon every third Year (at leaſt) in the time 
of his. Viſitation, ſhall perform that Duty of 
Confirmation; or if in that Year, by reaſon of

XVIII. Of the receiving of the Holy Communion. 
T* every Cathedral and Collegiate Church, 
at leaſt once every. Month, and in every 
Pariſh Church and Chapel where Sacraments 
are to be adminiſtered within this Realm, the 
Holy Communion ſhall be miniſtered by the 
Parſon, Vicar or Miniſter, ſo often, and at 
ſuch times as every Pariſhioner may commu- 
nicate at the leaſt thrice in the Year, (whereof 
the Feaſt of Eaſter to be one) according as they 
are appointed by the Book of Common-Prayer. 
And that no Miniſter when he celebrateth the 
Communian, ſhall wittingly adminiſter the 
ſame. to any but ſuch as knee] :: Provided, that 
every Miniſter as often as he adminiſtereth the 
Communion, ſhall firſt: receive the Sacrament 
himſelf. Furthermore, no Bread nor. Wine 
newly brought ſhall be uſed, but firſt” the 
Words of Inftrtution ſhall. be rehearſed,. when 
the ſaid Bread and Wine be preſented upon the 
Communion-Table; Likewiſe the Miniſter 
ſhall deliver both the Bread and Wine to every 
Communicant ſeverally. 
XIX. Warning 19 be given beforeband for the 


| Communion. 

N Hereas every lay Perſon is bound to re- 

cei ve the Holy Communion thrice every 
Vear, and many notwithſtanding do not receive 
that Sacrament once in a Year : We do require 
every Miniſter to give warning to his Pariſhio- 
ners publickly in the Church at Morning 
Prayer, the Sunday before every time of his 
adminiſtering the holy Sacrament, for the bet- 
ter Preparation of ' themſelves : Which: ſaid 
warning we enjoin the ſaid Parzſmoners to 
accept.and obey, under the Penalty and Dan- 
ger of the Law., And the Minifter of every 
Pariſh, and in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches 
ſome Principal Miniſter of the Church ſhall, 
the Afternoon before the ſaid {Adminiſtration, 
give warning by the tolling of the Bell, or 


atherwiſe, to the intent, that if any have any 


ſcruple of Conſcience, or defire the ſpecial Mi- 


niſtry of Reconciliation, he may afford it to 
thoſe that need it. And to this end the People 
are often to be exhorted to enter into a ſpecial 
Examination of the State of their own Souls : 
And that finding themſelves either extreme 
dull, or much troubled in Mind, they do reſort 
unto God's Miniſters, to receive from them as 
well Advice and Counſel for the quickening of 
their dead Hearts, and the ſubduing of thoſe 
Corruptions whereunto they have been ſubject, 
as the Benefit of Abſolution likewiſe, for the 
quieting of their Conſciences, by the Power of 
the Keys which Chriſt hath committed to his 
Miniſters for that purpoſe.

N O Miniſter ſhall in any wiſe admit to the 
1 NY receiving of the holy Communion any of 
his Cure or Flock, which be openly known to 
live in Sin notorious, without Repentance.

ſent ſuch of the ſaid Enormities and public

And in what Pariſh ſoever there is a 
Curate, which is a Maſter of Arts, or Batche- 
lor of Arts, or is otherwiſe well able to teach 
Youth, and will willingly ſo do, for the better 
Increaſe of his Living, and training of Children 
in the Principles of True Religion, We Will, 
and Ordain, that the Licenſe to teach Gram- 
mar, ſhall be granted to none by the Ordinary 
of that Place, but only to the ſaid Miniſter 
or School- maſter. Provided always, that this 
Conftitution ſhall, not extend to any Pariſh, 
where there is a Publick School founded al- 
ready. In which caſe we think it not meet; 
to allow any. to teach Grammar, but only

Provided alſo, that none 
admitted, or Licenſed to be a School- 
maſter, or Uſher within this Kingdom, unleſs 
he firſt, by his Subſcription, teſtifie his Con- 
ſent to the Two firſt Canons. And alſo, that 
every Archbiſhop, and Biſhop, and other Or - 
dinary (having Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction) ſhall, 
by Cenſures of the Church, reſpectively com- 
pel, all ſach as are Subject to their Juriſdicti- 
on, which do now teach School, or hereaf- 
ter ſhall preſume to teach School, not hay- 
ing teſtified their Conſent-by Subſcription as a- 
foreſaid, to deſiſt from teaching of School.

OR the more effectual prevention of clan- 

deſtine Marriages, we conſtitute and ap- 
point, that every Perſon who is married clan- 
deſtinely, where neither Banns, according to 
the Rubrick, have been publiſhed, or Licenſe 
obtained; or where the ſaid Marriage is ſolem- 
nized by a Perſon not qualified by Law, or ig 
any other Form, than that which is preſcribed 
by the Church of 7reland, as by Law eſtabliſh- 
ed; and all that are preſent at ſuch Marriages,
